FINDS ALL LAWS OBEYED 


Only One Vidlation of Statutes 
Detected in IIlinois During 
the Year 1911. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. } 
Washington, D. C., Dec. 24.—({Special.)-— 


Absolute purity in the meat and meat prod- 


ucts which Chicago supplies to the world has 


been achieved by the department of agricul- 
ture, according to statements made in the 
report of Solicitor McCabe for 1911. 

The big packing houses at the stockyarda, 
in which a force of several hundred govern- 
ment inspectors test all products, are obey- 
ing the law and every piece of meat and can 
of prepared food in these establishments ts 
stamped by the officials with the guarantee 
of purity. In the large packing houses this 

applies to products for home consumption 
as well as to those shipped out of the state. 

Only one violation of the law was detected | 
in Illinois during the year. M. G. McGee | 
was prosecuted in the federal District court 
at Chicago for shipping uninspected meat 
from Illinois to Michigan. A jury found bim 
guilty and he was fined $1,000, The severe 
punishment of offenders has resulted in prac- 
tically ending attempted evasion of the law. 

The greatest trouble experienced by the 
government was in stopping the shipment of 
immature veal from southeastern Wisconsin 
and southwestern Michigan to Chicago. The 
department of justice prosecuted a dozen 
farmers and dealers for this offense and se- 
cured convictions in all cases. 

More than 1,000,000 carcasses And parte 
thereof were condemned during the year, 
chiefly on account of detection of tubercu- 
losis. Of canned and cured nn 21,000, -

ORD DERBY, who heads the list of 
winners of stakes on the English turf 
for the year 1911, and hae just been 
‘elected lord mayor of the city of Liver- 
pool, is one of the few really intimate 
friends of King George and had the manage- 
ment of the royal racing stud during the 
year of mourning that followed the death 
of Edward VII. 

Married to Lady Alice Montagu, sister of 
the late Duke of Manchester, who is a lady- 
m-walting to Queen Mary, occupying the 
same relation towards Queen Alexandra until 
the present reign, he has American nieces, 
the present Duchess of Manchester and 
Lady Acheson, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
John Ridgeley Carter. 

The earl ig one of the three so-called “‘cat- 
in earl of the realm, the other two being 
the Karle of Shrewsbury and Huntingdon. 
That is to say, they are the only peers of 
their rank whose earldoms date from be- 
fore the seventeenth century and who derive 
this peculiar appellation, not as some people 
believe because catskin was used in lieu of 
ermine for the bare that adorn the parlia- 
mentary and coronation robes of peers, but 
because prior to the seventeenth century 
earls were privileged to wear four bars of 
ermine to their robes, as are the marquesses 
today, instead of the three bars to which 
the earls in these modern times are re- 
stricted. The word catsking is merely a cor+ 
ruption of the medieval Franco-English 
words “ quatre skins.” 


— 

It ie interesting to recall that Lord Derby 
might today be occupying the throne of 
Greece, in the place of King George, had 
not his grandfather, the fourteenth earl, 
preferred the existence and prestige of a 
great English noble of enormous wealth and 
royal ancestry [the Lords of Derby are de- 
scended from Edward I.] to that of the mon- 
arch of a turbulent kingdom in the Levant. 
For the Greeks in the early '60s offered their 
crown first of all to King Edward's sallor 
brother, Prince Alfred, who died as sov- 
ereign Duke of Coburg, and after that to 
the fourteenth Lord Derby, who had been 
premier when England presented Greece 


British crown for a sum estimated at $10,- 
000,000. 

The coins presented to Victor Emmanual 
all bear the Derby crest—nazbely; the enge 
and the child. This crest came to the Stan- 
leys along with their Lancashire country 
seat of Knowsley hall through the mar 
riage of Sir John Stanley to the daughter 
and heiress of Sir Thomas Lathom of 
Knowsley in 1385. | 

According to family legend's and tradition, 
one of the Lathom owners of Knowsley was 
notified one day that one of the great eagles 
nesting in thet trees of his park bad been 
seen carrying a child to its eyrie. The 
knight rescued the baby, which hed re 
mained quite unharmed, and which wae 
wrapped in costly, gold embroidered swad- 
dling clothes of apparently foreign make, 
All efforts to identify the infant having 
failed, the Knight of Latham and his dame | 
who were well adwanced in years and child- 
less, adopted the little fellow and he became 
heir to their property, master of Knowsley | 
and ancestor of the Earls of Derby. 

Knowsley is a magnificent place, and has 
been the principal home of the historic house 
of Stanley ever since the marriage of Sir 
John Stanley to the heiress of the Lathoms. 
in the reign of Henry IV., over 500 years ago.
